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THE NEW POLAR QUEST. 


No matter what else happens in the 


world, interest in Arctic and Anaretic 
exploration 
continues 
keen. 
There 
are millions of people who cannot un­ 
derstand why men risk their lives in 
the polar wastes, but most of the indi­ 
viduals comprising those millions are 
at least adventurous enough at heart 
to read with thrilled attention the nar­ 
ratives of the returned travelers. 
There is a special reason why Sir 
Ernest Shackleton’s new- expedition to 
the Antartic should arouse public in­ 
terest to an unusual degree. 
One of 
its objects is to test the theory held by 
a number of scientists that when the 
meteorology of the 
South 
Polar re­ 
gions is studied 
carefully, 
Ave shall 
know a great deal more than we know 
now about the causes of meteorologi­ 
cal phenomena all over the world. In 
other words, they believe that condi­ 
t i o n in the South Polar area are lar­ 
gely responsible 
for 
weather cond! 
tions over a large 
part of the globe; 
and it is said that the principal finan­ 
cial backer of Shackleton’s expedition 
is firmly convinced that there is a 
great deal of truth in this theory and 
that his faith in it is the principal rea­ 
son why he is financing Shackleton’s 
new quest. 
He believes that metero­ 
logical investigations in the Antarctic 
may result in discoveries of the great­ 
est importance to agriculture in many 
lands. 
This will 
seem a queer 
notion to 
most people and not many will repose 
much faith in it. 
But it adds to the 
interest of Shackleton’s trip ; and since 
there may be more in it than most of 
us suppose, it is to be hoped that the 
explorer will be able to throw light on 
it. 
Many a great discovery has come 
out of theories scarcely less fantastic 
than this one to the mind of the multi­ 
tude.

Once they stopped him and 
demanded his pass. 
“San Jacinto is 
my pass through Texas!’’ thundered 
tile brave old man as be rode on. 
Houston died at bis home in Hunts 
Ville July 26, 1863, with the name of 
Texas on his lips.

Ancients Did Remarkable Work Con- 
steering the Limited Mechanical 
Means at Hand. 


That ancient Greek and Roman en­ 
gineers were ingenious os well as 
skillful is proved by the works that 
are still extant, for instance when the 
Lupalinos, island of Sumos, 
water­ 
works mentioned by Herodotus were 
constructed in the middle of the Sixth 
century IL (\, a tunnel about one mile 
long was driven through the Kastro 
mountain, 
certainly 
a 
respectable 
achievement when (mo considers the 
limited mechanical means at the dis­ 
posal of the builders. From the books 
of 
the 
Alexandrian 
mathematician 
Heron, one sees that ancient engineers 
knew how to figure beforehand the 
direction of a tunnel. The fine medical 
instruments, of which many have been 
excavated, give evidence of high me­ 
chanical 
skill. 
Ancient 
instrument 
makers manufactured clepsydras (wa­ 
ter clocks) that could be carried In 
pockets and devices used by Hero- 
philos to measure the temperature of 
patients. The present-day slot machine j 
and taximeter are imitations of sim­ 
ilar ancient inventions. 
Even to bal­ 
listic war machines ancient people ap­ 
plied ideas which play an important 
part in modern warfare—the “poly- 
bon” being in a certain meaning, the 
predecessor of our repeating anus, and 
the “monankon,” of the mine thrower.

WHO BECAME CROW CHIEF 


Jim Beckwourth, without doubt, was j 
the most-married man in history. Just 
how* many wives he had is unknown. 
In his autobiography Jim mentions at 
least seven spouses, but his reputation 
for truth was not the best. 
Beck- i 
wmirth was the son of a Maryland 
Irishman and a Regress, and he was 
bom in 17118. 
When he left St. Louis 
with General Ashley’s fur-trading ex- i 
[•edition in 1823 he had a Sweetheart 
named Eliza, to whom he 
pledged I 
eternal devotion.

Among the Blackfeet Indians ho won ' 
his first wife, marrying her because 
it would help his trade among her j 
tribesmen! 
Soon afterwards he mar­ 
ried her sister, too. Later he left the

At tho outbreak of the Mexican war 
he enlisted as a scout and dispatch i 
bearer for Gen. nill Kearney.

also curried dispatches to California 
aud he was there In I HUS, when gold j 
w as discovered. Ile mined for a while I 
until the discovery of gold in Colo- 1 
ratio in 1850 lured him to that state. 
Ile settled In Denver and married 
again—tills time a negro girl.
